RENO COIN CLUB 


As In previous years, the Reno Coin Club began preparations for 
National Coin Week by securing suitable proclamations from Nevada 
Governor Richard Bryan and Reno Mayor Peter Sferrazza. 

Two different exhibits were placed around Reno by Reno Coin Club
